Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  for  your  consideration  my  report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  snd  work  of  the  department  for  1955. 

In  reviewing  the  statistics  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  the  infantile  mortality  rate  of  3 per  1,000  related  live 
births  vra.s  the  lo^Arest  ever  recorded.  The  relative  provisional 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  24. 9* 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  13 *5  per  1,000  of  the 
population  and  the  death  rate  was  12. 3 • The  rates  for 
liigland  and  Wales  as  a whole  were  15.0  and  11.7  respectively. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  v^as  25,790  an 
increase  of  l60  over  the  previous  year.  The  natiiral  increase 
was  51. 


There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

With  the  exception  of  tuberculosis  and  pneumonia,  there 
were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious  disease.

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SOCIAL  COMDITIONS; 

The  Urban  District  of  Denton  lies  in  the  extreme  South 
East  corner  of  Lancashire,  330ft*  above  sea  level.  The  district 
is  well  planned  and  has  four  main  highways,  radiating  from  the 
centre  almost  due  North,  South,  Ikst  and  West. 

Houses  in  the  district  are  mainly  of  the  four  and  six 
roomed  type  and  the  condition  and  general  soundness  on  the 
whole  is  fair.  Rising  dampness  and  leaking  roofs  are  the 
chief  prevailing  forms  of  defects.  Approximately  one  half 
of  the  houses  are  built  in  terraces  while  the  Other  half  are 
of  the  semi-detached  or  detached  type  with  gardens  front  and 
rear  and  built  during  the  past  quarter  century. 

The  district  is  principally  industrial  and  residents 
are  mainly  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  hats  and  processes 
incidental  thereto.  There  are  also  engineering,  accumulator, 
plastic  and  rubber  works  together  with  printing  and  other 
light  industries. 

There  is  no  reason  to  suspect  that  any  particular 
occupation  in  the  district  haa  contributed  to  ill-health 
amongst  employees,

All  pathological  and  bacteriological  work  was  carried  out 
by  the  Regional  Public  health  Laboratory  Seivice  under  the 
direction  of  Dr,  Parker  at  Monsall  hospital,  Ivlanchester.  In 
several  instances  the  expert  advice  of  Dr.  Parker  and  his  staff 
at  the  Laboratory  has  been  most  helpful  when  tracing  possible 
sources  of  infection, 

H03PIIALS. 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district  but  the  Ivlanchester 
Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  facilities  for  residents  as

OTHER  DISm~sls 


Table  I on  page  17  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified  and  mortality  during  1955,  Table  II, the  number  of 
cases  removed  to  hospital,  and  Table  III,  the  trend  of  infectious 
disease  during  the  past  25  years.  Prom  the  latter  table  it  will 
be  observed  that  the  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  was  the  lowest  since  1940,  the  incidence  of  all  diseases, 
with  the  exception  of  tuberculosis,  being  well  below  the  average 
of  preceding  years. 

DIPHTHERIA; 

For  the  sixth  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  a function  of  the 
Divisional  Health  Service. 

FOOD  POISONING; 

On  25th  September  1955,  a coach  party  of  35  ladies  visited 
Blackpool  and  on  the  return  journey  3 ladies  complained  of  abdominal 
pains  and  diarrhoea  but  none  deemed  it  necessary  to  visit  a doctor. 
The  majority  had  recovered  vHien  the  department  was  advised  on  the 
27th  September.  . It  was  only  possible  to  obtain  faeces  specimens 
from  6 of  the  party,  staphylococcus  aureus  were  isolated  from  3 ot 
the  specimens  and  heat  resistant  anaerobes  in  all  6.  A subsequent 
report  revealed  that  the  heat  resistant  anaerobes  were  of  colonial 
appearance,  non-ha emoly tic  with  a mixture  of  seriological  types, 
the  majority  being  type  10. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA; 

One  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  was  notified  and  recovered 
after  treatment  in  hospital, 

ACUTE  P0LI01IYELITI3 : 

Tv/o  cases  of  suspected  poliomyelitis  were  removed  to 
hospital  but  were  not  confirmed.

Formaldehyde  spray  and  formalin  vapour  generators  are 
used  for  the  disinfection  of  infected  premises.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

Adjustments  to  the  register  of  tuberculosis  persons  were 
made  as  shol.vn  in  Table  IV  on  page  23,  Table  V the  age  grouping, 
and  separation  of  sexes  of  new  cases  and  deaths,  and  Table  VI 
the  incidence  and  mortality  of  ...tuberculosis  during  the  past 
10  years. 

All  houses  were  disinfected  after  removal  of  a tubercular 
person  and  bedding  and  personal  belongings  subjected  to  steam 
disinfection  when  desired.  Structural  defects  in  ho\ises, 
particularly  regarding  ventilation  were  given  immediate  attention 
and  any  case  known  to  be  sharing  a bedroom  was  given  priority 
in  rehousing.  5 such  cases,  were  rehoused  during  the  year. 

No  action  was  required  under  the  Public  Health  Act 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1923,  relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in 
the  milk  trade.

Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
environmental  health  and  public  cleansing  services  for  1955 • 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Section  I 
of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Ac i 1954,  a housing  survey 
was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  This  survey 
showed  that  only  93  unfit  houses  required  to  be  cleared 
within  the  next  5 years  ~ adequate  testimony  to  the 
Council's  progressive  policy  of  clearance  during  the  past. 
Apart  from  the  dismissal  of  the  Council's  Appeal  to  the 
Queen’s  Bench  Division  against  a decision  of  the  Quarter 
Sessions,  upholding  an  Appeal  against  a notice  served  under 
Section  56  of  the  Public  Health  Act  193^,  and  one  other 
case  where  a Nuisance  Order  had  to  be  obtained,  the  number 
of  repairs  carried  out  by  owners  after  service  of  notice 
was  most  satisfactory,  if  rather  siirprising,  in  view  of  the 
almost  canplete  failure  of  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954  relating  to  Certificates  of 
Disrepair.  liif or t unate ly  the  decision  of  the  Queen's 
Bench  Division  means  it  is  now  only  possible  to  get  house 
paths  repaired  where  the  owner  is  co-operative. 

With  the  exception  of  the  usual  difficulties  caused 
by  sickaess  and  inclement  weather  during  January  and  February 
the  public  cleansing  service  continued  satisfactorily.  The 
calfdozer  brought  into  service  on  refuse  disposal  in  July 
soon  proved  its  value.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  it 
became  increasingly  obvious  that  the  replacement  of  two  of 
the  three  side  loading  refuse  collectors, by  larger  vehicles 
to  cope  with  the  increasing  volumne  of  refuse,  would  be 
necessajry. 

In  conclusion  I w^ould  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Health  Canrnittee  for  their  encouragement  and  help,  and  the 
staff  of  the  department  for  their  work  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY; 

Upland  surface  -water  is  gathered  in  reservoirs  belonging 
to  Manchester  Corporation  and  supplied  through  their  mains  to 
all  parts  of  the  district.  The  supply  is  constant  and  of  fairly 
good  quality,  but  owing  to  the  -water  not  being  filtered  the 
amount  of  suspended  solids  has  given  rise  to  some  concern. 
Representations  have  been  made  to  I'feinchester  Corporation  and 
there  has  been  a little  improvement.  The  partial  completion 
of  the  Haweswater  Aqueduct  has  ensured  a plentiful  supply  of 
■water.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE; 

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate 
system.  The  sewage  fro'm  one  area  is  collected  at  a pumping 
station  and,  after  separation  of  the  storm  -water,  is  pumped 
to  the  head  of  a gravitational  sewer, The  whole  of  the  sewage  from 
the  district  is  delivered  ultimately  to  the  Se-wage  Disposal  Works 
by  v/ay  of  two  main  outfall  sewers  24”  and  18"  diameter 
respectively.  The  process  of  treatment  at  the  sewage  works  consists 
of  primary  clarification  of  the  sewage,  whereby  solids  are  removed 
by  sedimentation  and  chemical  precipitation,  followed  by  treatment 
on  percolating  filters  in  which  the  clarified  tank  effluent  is 
rendered  non-putrescible  by  bio-chemical  oxidisation.  The  deposited 
sludg^Jwhich  is  screened  mechanically,  gravitates  to  the  pump  house 
and  is  pumped  into  digestive  tanks,  the  digested  sludge  being 
ultimately  dried  on  adjoining  drying  beds  and  disposed  of  chiefly 
for  the  manufactiore  of  artificial  fertiliser.

Refuse  disposal'  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  on 
the  main  site  at  Alpha  Tip.  This  site  has  been  in  use  since 
■1935»  The  purchase  of  a calfdo,z:er  during  the  year  was 
necessitated  by  the  increasing  volume,  of  refuse  being  handledi 
With  this  machine  one  tip  attendant  can  easily  deal  with  all 
refuse  deposited  on  the  tip;  with  the  added  advantages  of 
quicker  sealing,  better  consolidation  and  improved  maintenance, 
of  the  tip  roads.  Plates  for  the  vehicles  to  run  on  when 
tipping  are  no  longer  needed  with  a consequent  quicker  turn 
round  and  less  chance  of  damage, ■ The  second  tip  attendant 
is  nov;  employed  full  time  on  the  recovery  of  salvage.

The  Council  contribute  to  a scheme  sponsored  by  the 
Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  for 
the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution.  Under  the  foregoing 
scheme  two  sulphur  dioxide  recorders  were  established  in  the 
area  during  1951,  one  at  the  To-wti  Hall  and  the  other  at  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  the  results  for  1955  are  shown 
overleaf* 

A byelaw  as  to  smoke  abatement  dn  pursuance  of  Section 
104  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  was  made  by  the  Council  on 
3rd  October  1955*  The  byelaw  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  28th  December  1955,  and 
comes  into  force  on  the  1st  February  1956. 

SCHOOLS ; 

Sanitary  conditions  are  satisfactory  at  all  schools  in  the 
district  apart  from  the  yards  ati  Haughton  Green  Council  School 
and  St,  Mary’s  R.C.  School,  which  are  unpaved  and  in  bad 
condition. 

RODENT  CONTROL: 

One  full  time  rodent  operator  is  employed.  Two  complete 
treatm.ents  of  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  carried  out  during 
the  year.  Infestation  of  premises  by  rats  and  mice  and  the 
resultant  measures  of  control  are  shown  in  the  Table  on  page  35.
